D. D., preach ed, tak ing for 
nie text: “ And th ese are th ey wh ich y e 
sh all h ave In ubom ination am ong th e fowl« ; 
th e owl, th e vulture, and th e bat. 
Th ese 
also sh all be unclean to y ou am ong th e 
creeping th ings th a t creep upon th e earth ; 
th e ch ameleon and th e snail.”—Leviticus, xi 
13-30. 
Following is th e discourse in fall: 
Th e Bible offers every possible variety of 
th em e, of argum ent, and of illustration. 
We rare notin wh at kind of a pitch er th e 
w ater of life is brough t, if it is only th e cleat, 
pure water. God gave th e ancients a list 
Of 
th e anim als th a t th ey m igh t e at.a ud a list of 
anim als th a t th ey m igh t not eat. Th ese 
people lived in a h ot clim ate, and certain 
forms of anim al food corrupted th eir blood 
and disposed th em to scrofulous disorders, 
depraved th eir appetites and bemeatied th eir 
souis. A m an's food, wh en h e h as th e meuns 
and op p ortunity of selecting it, suggests h is 
m oral nature. Th e reason th e wild Indian is 
as cruel as th e lion is because h e h as food 
th a t gives h im th e blood of th e liou. 
A mis­ 
sionary am ong th e Indians say s th a t, by 
ch anging h is sty le of food to correspond 
with th eirs, h is tem peram ent was entirely 
ch ange« !. 
Th ere are certain form s of food 
th av h ave a tendency to affect th e m oral na­ 
ture. 
M any a C h ristain is try ing to do by 
pray er th a t wh ich can not l>e done except 
th rough corrected diet. F or instance, h e 
wh o uses swine’s flesh for c onstant diet will 
be diseased in body and polluted of soul—all 
h is liturgies and catech ism s notw ith standing.

Th e fanner, most of all, says th e 
New York 
Tribune, sh ould 
con­ 
stantly study economy, not only in 
paving wh at h e h as and using h is 
products to th e liest possible ad­ 
vantage, but also in th e application 
of h is buildings, so as to save time 
in th e care of stock, as well as in th e 
h ouseh old matters; and, wh at is 
equally im portant, to save manure. 
Few give proper attention to th e con­ 
struction of barns. Especially is 
th is true of th e medium class to farm­ 
ers, and th ey ar» * th e great, majority. 
In a quite level country it is not con­ 
venient to buih l basement« . Many 
old 
30x40-foot bams are lieing 
ch anged and modernized by arrang­ 
ing th e floor upon one side and ex­ 
tending th e length to 60 or 70 feet, as 
circumstances may require,with th e 
bay on th e oth er side, making th em 
very commodious ami convenient for 
unloading h ay or grain. On th e side 
next to th e fioor a lean-to was built 
for a stable, of a width suitable for a 
manger in front of th e cattle, and a 
gutter and narrow walk in th e rear, 
and th e manure is th rown out be­ 
neath th e eaves th ere to receive th e 
wash from a long extent of roof, and 
finally to become frozen into a solid 
mass. 
Many of th e liest farmers 
practice drawing th e manure in 
March , necessitating th e ch ipping of 
it up with axes and bars; involving 
a great amount of msvlfess labor. 
A I letter way would be to build 
th ese additions 16 feet wide, instead 
of 12 or 13, as is usually th e case, 
and make th e w alk in th e rear of th e 
cattle 7 feet wide, with doors a t each 
end 6 feet wide (wh ich migh t lie in two 
doors), so as to admit a team and 
sled driven th rough on th e walk;and 
th e gutter largo enough to contain th e 
droppings for two days, if necessary; 
or else clean out and th row* back 
next to th e wall. Th en, as often as 
necessary, drive in th e sled (wh ich 
sh ould h ave a tigh t box, and be kept 
for th e purpose), sh ovel into it th e 
solids and liquids, as far as possible, 
and take it to th e fields, it ih e land 
was plowed in th e fall, spread on th e 
ground a t once; if not plowed, th en 
it can be left in large pile« a t conven­ 
ient points for future use. A vast 
amount of labor would th us tie sav­ 
ed, and a great deal of fertility,also, 
th at would oth erwise tie lost. It h as 
been demonstrated h ere, by repeated 
tests, th at manure h auled and spread 
in th e winter, as above suggested, 
gives th e l^est result of any plan yet 
tried. Wh en building new or repair­ 
ing th e old bams th e difference of 
cost in th e construction of such a 
stable is small compared with th e 
advantage to be gained and th ese 
advantages would lie available for a 
long series of years, and th e amount 
of labor and fertility saved in th e 
lifetime of a farmer would aggregate 
a h andsome sum—enough even to 
u« ure a comfortable h ome.

I am 
satisfied the way things turned out 
and do not care what they do with 


Bulow does not look like a hardened 
character, but does not express any 
sorrow for having committed tho 
terrible deed.

have raised large cpoims of grain and 
potatoes, seed for which was furnish­ 
ed principally by missionaries.

During the past year $18,998 have 
beici spent in educating Minnesota 
Indians. 
The Indians on White 
Farth and Red Lake reservations

furnish. The total amount of logs 
furnished from White Earth was 3,- 
883,410 feet, valued at $20,148. The 
Indians of Red Lake cut and banked 
858,520 feet of logs, which have not 
been sold.

How the Chinese Fxlst. 
The Chinese are 
pre-eminently 
economical, says the North China 
Herald, whether it be in limiting tho 
number of wants, in preventing waste, 
or in adjusting fqrees in sqclj a iqaq- 
ner as to make u little represent a 
great deal, The universal diet con­ 
sists of rico, beans, millet, garden 
vegetables, and fish, with a little meat 
on high festivals. 
Wholesome food 
in abundance may be supplied at less 
than a penny a day fqr each adult, 
and even in famine times thousands 
of person* have been kept alive for 
months on al>out a nalf-penny a day , 
each, Tins implies the existence of a j 
high degree of culinary skill in the 
Chinese, The modes of preparing 
food are thorough and various. There 
is no waste; everything is made to do 
as much duty as possible. 
What is 
left is the veriest trifle, The physical 
condition of the Ohiue&e dog or cat, 
which has to live on the leavings of 
the family, shows this; they are clear­ 
ly kept on starvation allowances. 
The Chinese are not extremely 
•fastidious in regard to food, all ia fish 
that comes to their net, and most 
things come thore sooner or later. In 
the north the horse, the mule, the 
donkey are in universal use, and in 
some districts the camel also does 
duty. It must be understood that the 
practice is to oat all of these animals 
as soon as they expire, whether the 
cause of death be accident, old age or 
disease. This is done as a matter of 
course, and the fact that the animal 
had died of an epidemic malady does 
not alter its ultimate destination. 
Certain disturbances of the human 
organization, due to eating diseased 
meat, are well recognized among tho 
people; but it is considered better to 
eat the meat, the cheapness of which 
is certain, and run the risk of tho 
consequenecs, which are not quite 
certain, than to buy dear meat even 
with the assurance of no evil results. 
Indeed, the meat of animals which 
have died oj ordinary ailments is 
rather dearer than that of those who 
have died in an epidemic such as 
pleuro pneumonia.

I worked for Eich a year 
ago and did not get my pay. Last 
Saturday I met Eich at Royalton and 
asked him for my pay. He owed me 
$60. He said he could not pay it I 
asked to ride into the country with 
him. 
When alxmt two miles north of 
Royalton I asked him for my money 
again. We quarreled and I shot him 
with a revolver through the head. I 
took all the money I could find, about 
$5, and threw the body into the bushes, 
took the team and skipped. I am 
satisfied the way tilings turned out 
and do not care what they do with 
me. 
Bulow does not look like a hardened 
character, but does riot express any 
sorrow for having committed tho 
terrible deed.

— Agent 
Sheehan, of the White Earth Indian 
reservation, has sent in his animal re- 
|K»rt as to tfie condition of the Indians 
in Minnesota.

A census of the Mille Lacs Indians 
has not been taken since 1885, at which 
time they numbered 954 persons. 
The Sandy Lake ami White Oak 
Point Indians numbered 579 at the 
same time, giving Mr. Sheehan 6,- 
669 Indians in charge. 
The Indians 
have raised large crops of grain and 
potatoes, seed for which was furnish­ 
ed principally by missionaries. The 
schools have been crowded and could 
not accommodate the large numbers 
of Indian children who were sent. 
During tho past year $18,998 have 
been spent in educating Minnesota 
Indians. 
The Indians on White 
Earth and Red Lake reservations 
were permitted to cut and haul tim­ 
ber and entered into a contract with 
T. B. Walker to take all they could 
furnish. The total amount of logs 
furnished from White Earth was 3,- 
883,410 feet, valued at $20,148. The 
Indians of Rt*d Lake cut and banked 
858,520 feet of logs, which have not 
been sold. 


At the End of the Grade. 
The laving of the wilson the Brain­ 
erd A Northwestern railroad is still 
progressing. They passed McIntosh 
over a week ago, and by the end of 
this week will be at the end of the 
grade, which finishes their railroad 
work for this fall. This is the road 
that runs east from Carman, and 
which the people of that place have 
been worrying about ab much, and 
which was going to help them. In­ 
stead of helping, this road will injure 
Crookston (except the hotels), ana are 
building up prosperous towns along 
its line, the principal one being Mc­ 
Intosh: the farmers of which vicinity 
sometimes traded at the former place, 
but who will now patronize their 
home establishments. Large stores 
ar© being built at this place, and busi­ 
ness places ut every uthej. description

The Chinese are not extremely 
•fastidious in regard to food. all is fish 
that comes to their net, and most 
things come there sooner or later. In 
the north the horse, the mule, the 
donkey are in universal use, and in 
some districts the camel also does 
duty. It must be understood that the 
practice is to eat all of these animals 
as soon as they expire, whether the 
cause of death be accident, old age or 
disease. This is done as a matter of 
course, and the fact that the animal 
had died of an epidemic malady does 
not alter its ultimate destination. 
Certain disturbances of the human 
organization, due to eating diseased 
meat, are well recognized among the 
people; but it is considered better to 
eat the meat, the cheapness of which 
is certain, and run the risk of the 
consequences, which are not quite 
certain, than to buy dear meat even 
with the assurance of no evil results. 
Indeed, the meat of animals which 
have died oj ordinary ailments is 
rather dearer than that of those who 
have died m an epidemic such as 
pleuro pneumonia.

this,” says the report, “we have to 
find the ant hills or mounds, which 
harbor the ants. 
This is rnnJv ever 
difficult. We now use a crowbar,with 
which we make a whole in the cent re 
of the mound, which should reach 
down to the level of the lowest gal­ 
lery of this ant’s nest. 
We turn in 
about a half a jjfill of bisulphide of 
carbon; after which we throw on im­ 
mediately a shovelful of d ay, which 
should l>e at once compactly trodden 
down this holds the liquid in the 
nest, and its very volatile nature, to ­ 
gether with its poisonous fumes,soon 
destroys the last ant of the nest. A 
nest has beeen utterly destroyed by 
one application. 
Sometimes 
the 
remedy would have to be repeated 
to become perfectly effective.”

We turn in 
about ti half JI gill of bisulphide of 
carbon, after w hich we throw on im- 
mediately a shovelful of clay, which 
should be at once compactly trodden 
down this holds the liquid iii the 
nest, Jind its very volatile nature, to­ 
gether with it s poisonous fumes,soon 
destroys the last ant of the nest. A 
nest has I ween utterly destroyed by 
one application.

the 
remedy would have to Im* repeated 
to become perfectly effective.”

The infant daughter ofChris Bloch, 
linger, of Elsworth, fell into a pail of 
water one day and was drowned. 
The new Calumet hotel a t Pipe­ 
stone has been leased by C. M. Cham­ 
bers and will be opened about Thanks­ 
giving. 
I t is expected th a t trains will be 
running on the Duluth road between 
Bed Wing and Zum brota by Decem­ 
ber 15. 
Tramps confined in the police sta ­ 
tion a t W inona had a discussion a 
few evenings ago on the com para­ 
tive happiness of rich and poor men. 
It is estimated th at the county tax 
fund of Goodhue county will be short 
about $4,500 this year on account 
ot the state law forbidding the levy­ 
ing a tax higher than 5 mills. 
Mrs. G. Woodworth was thrown 
from her carriage a t Rochester, but 
the extent of her injuries cannot be 
ascertained a t present. Internal in­ 
juries are feared. 
In the case of the state against 
John Gorres for the murder of John 
Rosenkranz, the jury a t Redwood 
Falls, returned a verdict of guilty of 
m an-slaughter in the first degree.

DIET AND MORALITY. 


God Gave the Ancients Food Which 
Was Suggestive of Moral (JualD 
ties. 


B rooklyn, N. Y.,—Nov. 25— Itev. T. Be- 
Witt Tairaag«\ D. D., preached, taking for 
nis text: “And those nre they which ye 
shall have in abomination among the fowls; 
tho owl, the vulture, and the bat. These 
also shall be unclean to you among the 
creeping things that creep upon the earth; 
the chameleon and the snail.”—Leviticus, xi. 
13-80. Following is the discourse in full: 
The Bible offers every possible variety of 
theme, of argument, and of illnstration. 
We care notin what kind of u pitcher the 
water of life is brought, if it is only the cleat, 
pure water. God gave the ancients a list Of 
the animals that they might eat, aud a list of 
animals that they might not eat. These 
people lived in a hot climate, and certain 
forms of animal food corrupted their blood 
and disposed them to scrofulous disorders, 
depraved their appetites and berneahed their 
souls. A man’s food, when he has the means 
and opportunity of selecting it, suggests his 
moral nature. The reason the wild Indian is 
as cruel as the lion is because he has food 
that gives him the blood of the lion. 
A mis­ 
sionary among the Indians says that, by 
changing his style of food to correspond 
with theirs, his temperament was entirely 
changed. There are certain forms of food 
that have n tendency to affect the moral na­ 
ture. Many a Christain is trying to do by 
prayer that which can not he done except 
through corrected diet. For instance-, he 
who uses swine’s flesh for constant diet will 
be diseased in body and polluted of soul—all 
his liturgies and catechisms notwithstanding. 
The Gndarine swine were possessed of the 
devil, and ran down a steep place into the 
sea, and all the swine ever since seem to have 
been similarly possessed. In Leviticus, God 
struck this meat off the table of His people, 
and placed before them a bill of fare at once 
healthful, nutritious and generous. 
But, higher than this physical reason, 
there was a spiritual reason why God chose 
certain forms of food for the ancients. 
God 
gave a peculiar diet to his people, not only l*e- 
cause he wantedthem tol*edistinguished from 
the surrounding nations, but because certain 
birds and animals, by reason of their habits, 
have always been suggestive of moral quali­ 
ties. By the list of things from which they 
were to abstain God wished to prejudice their 
minds against certain evils; and in the list of 
lawful things given, he wished to suggest cer­ 
tain forms of good. 
When God solemly for­ 
bade his people to eat the owl, the vulture, 
the bat, the chameleon, and the snail. He 
meant to drive out of His people all the sins 
that were thus emblemized. 
I take the suggestion of the text, and say 
that one of the first unclean things the Chris­ 
tian needs to drive out of his soul is the owl. 
The owl is the melancholy bird of night. 
It 
hatches out whole broods ofsuperstitions. It 
is doleful and hideous. 
When it sings, it sings 
through its nose. It loves the gloom of 
right lietter than the bright ness of day. Who 
has not slept iti the cabin near the woods, 
and been awakened in the night by the dis­ 
mal “too-hoo” of the owl? Melancholy is the 
ovl that is perched in many a Christian soul, 
it is an unclean bird, nnd needs to I** driven 
away. A man whose sins are pardoned, and 
who is on the road to heaven, has no right 
to be gloomy. He Rays. “I have so many 
doubts.” That is because “you are lazy.” 
Go actively to work in Christ’s cause, and 
your doubts will vanish. 
You say: “I have 
ost my property;’ but I reply: “ You have 
infinite treasures laid up in heaven.” You 
“ay: 
I am weak and sickly and going to die.” 
Then lie congratulated that you are so near 
eternal health 
and 
perpetual 
gladness. 
Catch a few morning larks for your soul, and 
stone this owl off your premises. 
As a little girl was eating, the sun dashed 
upon her spoon, and she cried out: 
“O, 
mamma, I have swallowed a spoonful of sun­ 
shine!” Would God that we might all in­ 
dulge in the same beverage! Cheerfulness— 
it makeH the homliest face handsome; it 
makes the hardest mattress soft; it runs the 
loom that weaves buttercups, and rainbows, 
and aurorae. God made the grass, black? 
No; that would lie too Bombre. God made 
the grass red? No; that would be too gaudy, 
i God made the grass green, that by this para­ 
ble all the world might he led to a subdued 
cheerfulness. Bead your Bible in the sun­ 
shine. 
Remember that your physical health 
is closely allied to your spiritual. The heart 
and the liver are only u few inches apart, and 
what affects one affects the other. A histori­ 
an records that by the sound of great laugh­ 
ter in Rome, Hannibal’s assaulting army w as 
frightened away in retreat. And there is in 
the great outhursting joy of a Christian soul 
that which can drive back any infernal be- 
sicgement. Rats love dark closets, and Sat­ 
an loves to burrow in a gloomy soul. “ Re­ 
joice in the Lord, O ye righteous! and again 
I say. rejoice!” 
Hoist the window of your soul in this the 
12 o’clock of your spiritual night. I’ut the 
gun to your shoulder, and aim at Ihe black 
jungle from which the hooting comes, pull 
the trigger, and drop that croaking, loath­ 
some, hideous owl ol religious melancholy 
into the bushes. 
Again: taking the suggestion of the text, 
drive out the vulture from your soul. God 
would not allow the Jews to eat it. It lives 
on carcasses; it fattens among the dead; with 
leaden wing it circles about battle fields. 
Wilson, the American ornithologist, counted 
287 voltures around one carcass. If crossing 
the desert when there is no sign of a wing in 
the air, a camel perish out of the caravan, 
immediately the air liegins to darken with 
vultures. There are many professed Ohris- 
tians who have a vulture in their 
souls, 
i They pray upon the character and feelings 
of others. A doubtful reputation is a ban­ 
quet for them. Some rival in trade or pro- 
f**ssion falls, and the vulture nuts out its 
head. These people revel in the details of a 
man’s ruin. They say: “I told you so.” 
They rush into some store nnd say; "Have 
you heard the news? Just as I expected! 
Our neighbor has gone all to pieces! Good 
for him!” 
That professedly Christian woman, having 
heard ot the wrong doing of some sister iu 
the church, instead of hiding the sin with the 
mantle of charity, peddles it 
along the 
streets. She takes the afternoon to make 
her long neglected calls. She tells the story 
20 times before sundown, and every time 
tells it larger. She rushes into the parlors to 
tell it, umi into the nursery to tell it, aud into 
the kitchen to tell it. .She says; “ Would 
you have thought if? Well, 1 always said 
there wassomethingwrongabouther. Why,I 
should not speak to her if 1 saw lipr in the 
street. Is it not horrible? Rut, lietter not 
say anything about it, because there may lie 
some mistake. I do not want my name in­ 
volved in the mutter. 1 guess I will just go 
over and ask them at No. 268 whether they 
huve heard it. Guess it must be so, for 
Mary Ann says that her husband saw a man 
who heard from bis business partner that 
his blind old grandmother had seen some­ 
thing that looked very suspicious!” 
The most loathsome, 
miserable. 
God­ 
forsaken wretch on earth is a gossip. 
1 
can tell her on the street, though I have 
never seen her before. Bhe walks fast, and 
lias ner bonnet strings loose, for she has not 
had time to tie them since she heard that 
last scandal. She looks both ways as she 
passes, hoping to see new evidences of de­ 
pravity in the windows. I think that when 
Satan has a job so infinitely mean that in all 
the pit becannot find a devil mean enough 
to do it. and all bribes and threats have 
failed to get one ready for the infernal 
crusade, he says to one of his sergeants: 
“Go up to Brooklyn, and in such a street, on 
such a corner, get that gossip ping woman, 
nnd she will l>e glad to do it.” Ami sure

punishment; and going among those of oje 
posite belief, announce that there is a hell 
with a gusto that makes you think you are 
glad of it. Driveout that unclean chameleon 
from your soul. Do not be ever changing 
the color of your faith. 
My friends. Hbeial 
Christianity, 
falsely so-ealle.i, lielieves in 
nothing. 
God is anything you want, to 
make him. The Bible is to be Itelieved in so 
far as you like it. Heaven u grand mixing 
up of Nero* and Pauls. The man w ho dies 
by suicide in his tight mind in 1H88, beating 
into glorv by 10 years the Christian man w ho 
dies a Christian death in 1808; the suicide 
proving himself wiser than the Christian.

If the liogs to be slaughtered are 
fed with in twelve hours of their 
killing, the food is wasted, the meat 
will be more disposed to sour, nnd it 
will be more difficult to remove the 
distended intestines and take from 
them the lard. Nor is it well to al­ 
low the swine to drink on the morning 
of the day they are killed. 
Hogs 
cannot l»e killed to quickly. The 
more rapidly they are killed, and the 
blood got out of them the better. A 
well directed blow on the head, be­ 
tween and just in front of the ears, 
will make the animal unconscious; 
but the chances for a mis-stroke are 
so many, and aw the stroke makes 
unfit for use considerable meat, this 
method of killing cannot l>e recom­ 
mended. The use ol the shot-gun is 
no letter. The rifle is the weapon to 
use—a ball on a line from the base of 
the ear to the opposite eye produces 
instant death and does not cause 
the waste of anv meat.

Improvement! for Economy. 
The farmer, most of all, says the 
New York 
Tribune, should 
con­ 
stantly study economy, not only in 
paving what he has and using his 
products to the best possible ad­ 
vantage, but also in the application 
of his buildings, so as to save time 
in the care of stock, as well as in the 
household m atters; and, what is 
equally im portant, to save manure. 
Few give proper attention to the con­ 
struction of barns. Especially 
is 
this true of the medium class to fann­ 
ers, and they are the great majority. 
In a quite level country it is not con­ 
venient to build basements. Many 
old 
30x40-foot barns 
are 
being 
changed and modernized by arrang­ 
ing the fioor upon one side and ex­ 
tending the length to 60 or 70 feet, as 
circumstances may require,with the 
bay on the other side, making them 
very commodious and convenient for 
unloading hay or grain. On the side 
next to the fioor a lean-to was built 
for a stable, of a width suitable for a 
manger in front of the cattle, and a 
gutter and narrow walk in the rear, 
and the manure is thrown out be­ 
neath the eaves there to receive the 
wash from a long extent of roof, and 
finally to become frozen into a solid 
mass. 
Many of the best farmers 
practice drawing the manure in 
March, necessitating the chipping of 
it up with axes and bars; involving 
a great amount of needless labor. 
A better way would be to build 
these additions 16 feet wide, instead 
of 12 or 13, as is usually the case, 
and make the walk in the rear of the 
cattle 7 feetvvide, with doors a t each 
end 6 feet wide (which might be in two 
doors), so as to admit a team and 
sled driven through on the walk; and 
the gutter large enough to contain the 
droppings for two days, if necessary; 
or else clean out and throw back 
next to the wall. Then, as often as 
necessary, drive in the sled (which 
should have a tight box, and be kept 
for the purpose), shovel into it the 
solids and liquids, as far as possible, 
and take it to the fields, it Ihe land 
was plowed in the fall, spread on the 
ground a t once; if not plowed, then 
it can be left in large piles a t conven­ 
ient points for future use. A vast 
am ount of labor would thus be sav­ 
ed, and a great deal of fertility, also, 
th a t would otherwise be lost. It has 
been demonstrated here, by repeated 
tests, th a t manure hauled and spread 
in the winter, as above suggested, 
gives the best result of any plan yet 
tried. When building new or repair­ 
ing the old barns the difference of 
cost in the construction of such a 
stable is small compared with the 
advantage to l>e gained and these 
advantages would be available for a 
long series of years, and the am ount 
of labor and fertility saved in the 
lifetime of a farmer would aggregate 
a handsom e sum—enough even to 
assure a com fortable hom e.

Thanksgiving Cooking. 


T he T urkey—-For the highest g a s­ 
tronomic effects it mustbe a young hen 
turkey, killed after a fast of tw enty- 
four hours, and, if the weather is cold, 
allowed to hang four or five days tie- 
fore cooking. If just before the sac­ 
rifice you give the victim a spoonful 
of the best vinegar, it will “die gam­ 
er,” th a t is, the meat will be whiter, 
tenderer and sweeter. Of course, you 
know how to clean and truss the bird, 
so we will proceed a t once to the 
dressing. To half a pound of the 
sweetest bread crumbs, add half a 
pound of boiled mashed potatoes, a 
quarter of a pound of the best but­ 
ter, sweet marjoram, summer savo­ 
ry and salt, pepper and a lit tie grated 
nutmeg by the way of seasoning; a 
small portion of the best sausage 
meat,chopped mushrooms (if you 
can get them, about a quarter of a 
pint can), a few boiled chestnuts re­ 
duced to a paste, aud thegrated rind 
of one lemon. The mushrooms will j 
add a crowning and superb relish to j 
your turkey, not to be obtained by | 
any other means. Baste frequently j 
while roasting and allow a t least > 
t wo hours for a ten pound turkey, j 
When it is done to an elegant brown 
color, place it on your largest and ; 
j handsomest dish and serve with tlie 
1 rich brown gravy sauce made of the j 
drippings. You will have celery the 
whitest and crispest and ruby jelly j 
with your turkey, 
For vegetables 
you can hardly do better than serve 
mashed potato*^, also browned sweet 
potatoes.—[Rural New Yorker.

Protection Against Prairie Fires. 
Every prairie town wherethe people 
are not actuated, as they frequently 
are, by a spirit ot criminal careless­ 
ness, is surrounded by a tire break. 
This is usually made by plowing a 
few furrows just outside and entirely 
around the town. Further out, say 
120 yards, another circle of furrows 
is made, and then the grass is buried 
between.

MINNESOTA IN BRIE! 
FOR THE FARMER. 
Thanksgiving Cooking. 
The Turkey—For the highest gas- 
tronom ic effects it mustbe a young hen 
turkey, killed after ti fast of twenty- 
four hours, and, if the weather is cold, 
allowed to hang four or five days be­ 
fore rooking. If just before the sac­ 
rifice you give the victim a spoonful 
of the best vinegar, It will “die gam­ 
er,” th at is, the meat will be whiter, 
tenderer and sweeter. Of course, you 
know how to clean arid truss the bird, 
so we will proceed a t once to the 
dressing. To half a pound of the 
sweetest bread crumbs, add half a 
pound of boiled mashed potatoes, a 
quarter of a pound of the best but­ 
ter, sweet marjoram, summer savo­ 
ry and salt, pepper and a little grated 
nutmeg by the way of seasoning; a 
small portion of the best sausage 
meat,chopped mushrooms (if you 
can get them, about a quarter of a 
pint can), a few boiled chestnuts re­ 
duced-to a paste, aud thegratedrind 
of one lemon. The mushrooms will 
add a crowning and superb relish to 
your turkey, not to be obtained by 
any other means. Baste frequently 
while roasting and allow a t least 
t wo hours for ii ten pound turkey. 
When it is done to an elegant brown 
color, place it on your largest and 
handsomest dish arid serve with the 
rich brown gravy sauce made of the 
drippings. You will have celery the 
whitest and crispest und ruby jelly 
with your turkey, 
For vegetables 
you can hardly do better than serve 
mashed potatoes, also browned sweet 
potatoes.-—[Rural New Yorker. 


( b e a m C h i c k e n s . — Boil the chickens 
until done, then cut the meat into 
square pieces. Take equal quanti­ 
ties of milk and cream and the broth, 
thicken slightly with flour, and add 
cayen n e pepper to taste. Cut bread 
into squares, butter it and brown it 
in the oven, and garnish the dish 
when the chicken is served inthemix- 
ture. 
Oyster Soup.—Cut the blanched 
parts of a bunch of celery into dice, 
ii rid cook lint ii tender, but not watery, 
in ii pint of slightly salted water; take 
out the celery with a strainer, add 
the liquor from a quart of oysters, 
and skim until clear. Put in the 
oysters and as soon tis the beards 
Itegin to open pour into the tureen, 
into which you have previously put 
{j pint of boiling milk and butter the 
size of an egg. The seasoning should 
lie added just before the oysters are 
put in. The celery may be served 
wit It a white sauce as vegetable. 


S a l a d o f M i x e d F r u i t s.— Put in 
the centre of a dish a pineapple, 
properly pared, com l and sliced, yet 
retaining as near as practicable 
its

oranges; 
ar- 
range them in a border around the 
pineapple. Select lour line bananas, 
pe> l and cut into slices lengthwise;

In 
the Y-shaped spaces around the dish 
j lilt tiny mounds of grapes of mixed 
colors. 
When complete the dish 
should look appetizing. To half a 
pint of clear sugar syrup add half an 
ounce each of brandy, Maraschino 
and ('nracoa; pour over fruit and 
serve. 
Apple P uffs.—Pare, core and slice 
six tart apples, stew them and strain 
them through a colen der, sweeten 
and add a pinch of stilt, let this cool. 
Cut puff paste into pieces four inches 
square put a small spoonful of sauce 
to one-half the square moisten the 
paste around it w ith water and fold 
the other half over it: niaketheedges 
perfectly smooth; bake in a dripping- 
pan lined w ith paj^r, in a quick oven. 
When taken from the oven, sift pow­ 
dered sugitr over each puff.

If the hogs to Im? slaughtered are 
fed with iii twelve hours of their 
killing, the food is wasted, the meat 
will lie more disposed to sour, and it 
will be more difficult to remove the 
distended intestines and take from 
them the lard. Nor is it well to al­ 
low the swine to drink on the morning 
of the day they are killed. 
Hogs 
cannot l>e killed to quickly. The 
more rapidly they are killed, and the 
blood got out of them the better. A 
well directed blow on the head, be­ 
tween and just in front of the ears, 
will make the animal unconscious; 
but the chances for a mis-stroke are 
so many, and {is the stroke makes 
unfit for use considerable meat, this 
method of killing cannot lie recom­ 
mended.

Protect ion Against Prairie Fires. 
Every prairie town where the people 
ore not actuated, as they frequently 
are, by a spirit of criminal careless­ 
ness, is surrounded by a fire break. 
This is usually made by plowing a 
few furrows just outside and entirely 
around the town. Further out, say 
120 yards, another circle of furrows 
is made, and then the grass is buried 
between. This effectually prevents 
any hostile fire from taking the city. 
It very often happens th at this fire 
break is constructed after the fire 
which it is intended to guard against 
has appeared. On such occasions, 
w hile one party goes out with brooms, 
shovels, old grain sacks and other 
weapons to stay the progress of the 
fire as much as possible, another 
attaches teams to all the plows th at 
can be found and begins to make the 
needed furrows. The attacking party 
is usually headed by the mayor, 
while the justice of the peace, or the 
leading lawyer, is apt to lead the plow 
brigade. As soon as the furrows are 
turned the “back fire” between is 
started, and usually the town is saved. 
Perhaps the people get a great deal 
more enjoyment out of it than it the 
m atter had been attended to w-hile 
the danger was rem ote—New York

with her. When the man recovered 
he stated that he started from Port­ 
land with a through ticket to Boston, 
and that when he arrived at Brainerd 
he conductor told him he would have 
to get off and take another Uain, as 
his ticket was via Ashland. Being a 
Portugese and unable to understand 
very well he thought it was a job be­ 
ing put upon him and he climbed on 
the train when it started but was put 
off. He was then certain in his mind 
that somebody was after him and he 
imagined he had been left in a bar­ 
barous region where he would be 
killed, so he made up his mind he 
would kill himself. 
He remembered 
having drank the whisky and also 
leaving the money with the woman, 
and seemed to be thankful that his 
jugular was not aeverod. He was so far 
recovered as to start on his trip to 
Boston on Sunday night. 
There is no doubt but that the man 
is slightly deranged and his fear that 
he was getting into trouble brought 
on a temporary fit of insanity.

Nyman. It seems Westlund loaned

The board 
of health has telegraphed all over the 
state for nurses, but none have been 
secured The outlook is gloomy.'
